A War Hero and Head of 


Stnr*. 


St. 'Augustine, Fla., April 16.—Gen. 


Alexander C. MeClurg of Chicago died 
here 'from Bright's disease, after 9. Jong 
per.iod of ill health. Hie wife was at 
his bedside at the time of his death. 
Gen. 
M-cClurg, as head of the great 


book publishing house of A. C. Mc- 
Clurg & Co., had for years been one of 
the leading citizens of Chicago. 
His 


death removes a man universally re- 
spected. Gen. MeClurg did more, per- 
haps, toward making Chicago a liter- 
ary center than any other man in it. 
Ogden MeClurg, now a student at Yale, 
is the only child. Gen. MeClurg took 
part in the civil war, entering as a pri- 
vate soldier and returning home with 
the rank of brigadier-general -by brev- 
et. To Gen. MeClurg is largely due the 
organization and present effectiveness 
of the Illinois National guard. Gen. 
MeClurg at various times served as 
president of the Chicago Commercial 
club, the Chicago Literary club, and 
as vice-president of the University club 
of Chicago. He was vice-president of 
the Chicago -Historical society and one 
of the trustees of the Newberry li- 
brary.

Two "bills are now pending in the as

that

schools >be recognized 
as a 
part o 


the day school system, and the othe 
that they be placed in charge of th 
state board of control and handled in 
conjunction with the state school a 
Delevan. 


There is a good deal of seatimen 


connected with these bills and muc 
of it is sentimental 
sentiment. 


The argument; is used by profes 


sional educators and writers who pos 
s.ess a superficial knowledge of th 
«leaf that the day schools are pract 
cal and will sooner or later absorb the 
state school. That the deaf should 
be 
educated 
with hearing people. 


•That it will result in their becoming 
better citizens and that they should Assemblymam 
be relieved from the odium of bei.ng the measure 
classed with the penal and charitable 
classes of the state. 
. The people who use the argument 
fail to recognize the fact that the 
state pays the counties where these 
schools are located $150 per year per 
capita for each scholar in attendance 
and that the payment of this money 
is the one and only thing that makes 
these .schools popular. 


Aside from the money that the state 


spends in these schools there are 
several good reasons why they should 


- be under the supervision of the state 


board of 
•with the Delavan school. 


In the first place a partlv literary 


education for the deaf, including all 
that the day schools teach, is so one 
sided and impractical, that a diploma 
.with rare exception, is simply n pass 
port: to genteel pauperism: 


In the second place, eignty per cent 


of them will never graduate from a 
literary course -in any school. That 
means a larger class ,of paupers', not 
quite so genteel. 
You may say the 


per centage of graduates is too low. 
Compare it with the high schools of 
the state and you will find that less 
than five per cent, of all the scholars 


, in attendance, possessing all their 


' faculties, graduate from a high school 
course. 


There is only one kind of education 


that is practical for the deaf, and that 
a practical education, impossible for 
the day school to furnish. 
The educa- 


tion of the hand is more important 
to "them than simply the education! 
of the brain, because it makes. the 
ability to earn an honest dollar. It 
means independence, worth more to 
any man or woman, tha.n all the senti- 
mental fads that were ever exploited, 
nishes all that the day schools furnish 
and in addition all the trades for both 
boys and girls that it is possible to 
supply. The average boy or girl when 
ready to leave the state school' goes 
into life equipped for self support. 


In ten years from now, if the day- 


schools are perpetuated, there will 
be scores of deaf men and women 
applying at the state school for the 
opportunity to learn a trade, that 
should have been taught them in 
their school clays. The 
procession 


has already started in that direction 
and is increasing every year. 


The schools' for the deaf should be 


made one management and wherever 
scholars are found in the day schools 
who have exhausted all the practical 
benefits that ca.n be derived they 
should be placed in the state school 
and given all in the way of practical 
education that'the state is able to fur-

Determined,' 


FULLER 
,-SSUES 
AN ' ORDER. 


DUtrlct Attached to Xinth C"-cuIt of 


Court of Appeal*—luluml Court Aikrd 
to Show Cause Why It should Not As- 
sume Jurisdiction. 


Washington, April 16.—The United 


States supreme court, through Chief 
Justice Fuller, has is&ued an order 
granting leave to file a motion for a 
rule against the circuit court of ap- 
peals for the ninth circuit to permit 
the filing of an appeal in that court 
from a decision of the supreme court 
of Hawaii in the Wilder Steamship 
company case. 
The rule was made 


returnable May 13. Previous to this 
action a rule was promulgated attach- 
ing the territory of Hawaii 
to 
the 


ninth 
circuit, 
with headquarters at 


San Francisco. The action of the court 
in assigning the territory of Hawaii 
'to the ninth judicial circuit and at the 
same time issuing a rule to the cir- 
cuit court of appeals to show cause why 
It should not take jurisdiction of an 
admiralty case "originating in Hawaii 
involves an interesting question rela- 
ting to our new territorial acquisitions. 
The application in this case was made 
by Duane'E. Fox in behalf of the Wil- 
der 
Steamship 
company of Hawaii 


against Hind, Spreckels, and others. 
Under the act of 1891, organizing the 
circuit court of appeals, 
they 
were 


given jurisdiction in appeals from the 
supreme court of territories, and the 
supreme court was given authority to 
assign the territories to the several 
circuits. But the courts in the terri- 
tory of Hawaii were organized by the 
act of April 30, 1900, on a different 
basis from other territories, and the 
same distinction was made as in. courts 
of a state as to writs of error and ap- 
peals, and the supreme court of the 
United States made no order assign- 
ing the territory. 
The act also pro- 


vided that cases pending at the date of 
the 
organization 
of 
the, 
tsrritory 


should be carried on to final judg- 
ment and execution in the correspond- 
ing courts of the territory. It also es- 
tablished a district court, having juris- 
diction of United States circuit and dis- 
trict courts. 


Decision lu Divorce Cases. 


The court rendered three important 


decisions in divorce cases. The opin- 
ions were handed down 
by 
Justice 


Gray and involved the casss of Ather- 
ton vs. Atherton, Bell vs. Bell, and 
Streilwolf vs. Streilwolf. In the Ath- 
ertons' case the husband obtained 
a 


divorce in the state of Kentucky, where 
they had resided as husband and wife, 
after the wife left the husband and 
gone to the home of her pa-rents in 
Clinton, N. Y. In his opinion Justice 
Gray 
called attention to and laid 


stress upon the fact that Kentucky was 
the place of their marital residence, 
and he also brought out the fact that 
notice of the husband's petition for 
divorce had been forwarded to New 
York, and that she had made no re- 
sponse. The Kentucky court thereupon 
granted the decree. The question in- 
volved was, ne said, whether the de- 
cree was valid in New York, the ques- 
tion having been raised by a counter 
proceeding of the wife for divorce in 
New York. He concluded that, owing 
to the fact of her former residence in 
Kentucky, and the fact that due1 notice 
had been given her, Mrs. Atherton was 
as much bound by the Kentucky de- 
cree as if she had- been present in court 
•when it was granted. Hence the decis- 
ion of the New York supreme court in 
favor of the wife and against the va- 
lidity of the Kentucky decree was re- 
versed. The other two cases also came 
from New York.
